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Temperance  Legislation 

The  Local  OptiunHigh  Liot-i 
Bil^  passed  the  Senate  on  Thur* 
afternoon.  It  is  now  in  tlie  hands 
the  Governor,  who  has  five  day*  f- 
its  consideration.  If  not  vetoed  with 
in  that  time  it  will  l»ec«  me  a  law. 
The  vote  in  the  senate  was  12  to  0 
Senators  Edwards  and  Wyckoft  on 
the  part  of  the  Democrats,  spoke 
against  the  bill.  The  senate  gallery 
waa  crowded  with  spectators  w-ho  had 
come  there  expecting  to  hear  a  spiiy 
ited  and  exciting  debate,  but  they 
were  disappointed.  The  full  text  ujf 
the  bill  is  as  follows: 


Assembly,  No.  36. 

An  Act  t«»  regulate  the  sale  of  In  to*  ie 
ting  ami  brewed  liquors. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  am 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Nei 
Jersey, -That  hereafter  no  license  to  keej 
an  inn  or  taveru  or  to  sell  spirituous,  vii 
ous,  malt  or  brewed  liquors  shall  be 
granted  by  any  court,  excise  i*oar(l  or 
other  board  or  authority  having  power  by 
law  to  grant  licenses,  except  upon  pay¬ 
ment,  by  the  applicant  or  licensee,  of  a  li¬ 
cense  fee,  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  that 
is  to  say  :  in  all  townships,  towns,  borujugha 
or  cities  having  by  the  census  last  preced¬ 
ing  ihe  granting  of  such  license,  a  popular 
turn  of  not  more  than  three  thousand,  a 
license  fee  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  ;  iu  all  townships,  towns,  boroughs 
or  cities  having,  by  such  census,  a  popula¬ 
tion  exceeding  tine*)  thousand  and  not  ex* 
feeding  ten  thou-ialid,  a  license  fee  o(  not 
less  than  uqe  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
ami  in  all  townships,  lowus,  hoi  digits  oi 
cities  having,  by  such  census,  a  popula¬ 
tion  exceed iug  tou  thousaud,  a  license  fee 
of  not  less  titan  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol¬ 
lar*  ;  no  license  sh\U  be  granted  for  a 
longer  period  than  one  year. 

J.  And  be  It  enacted.  That  if  the  field¬ 
er  of  any  such  license  shall  sell  or  offer 
for  sale,  l»arter  or  give,  or  suffei  to  be 
sold  or  offered" for  sale,  bartered  or  given 
within  his  tavern,  beer-shop,  liquor-sa¬ 
loon,  or  other  premises,  any  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors  on  the  first  day  of 
the  week,  commonly  called  Sunday,  or 
shall  give,  or  sell,  or  offs,  to  be  given  or 
sold  any  such  liquors  to  any  minor  of  ap¬ 
prentice  contrary  to  law,  or  shall  krpp  a 
disoiderly  house,  or  shall  harbor  druukeu 
persons,  vagrants,  idle  and  vicious  per¬ 
sons,  thieves,  gamblers,  prostitutes  or 
other  disorderly  persons,  or  shall  suffer 
gambling  or  unlawful  games  of  chance  or 
other  unlawful  acts  to  be  done  or  carried 
on  In  his  taveru,  beer-shop,  liquor-salmon. 

^  or  other  premises,  or  shall  violate  any  law 
of  tho  State  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxi¬ 
cating  liquors,  his  license  shall  thereby 
become  forfeited  and,  void,  and  upon  com¬ 
plaint  upon  oath  of  any  resident  of  the 
county  wherein  such  license  is  used  and 
exercised,  being  presented  either  in  term- 
time  or  vacation,  to  any  judge  qf  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county,  or 
judge  of  the  circuit  court  held  therein,  al¬ 
leging  tlwit  any  such  license  lias  become 
forfeited  and  void,  and  specifying  the  acts 
complained  of  which  shall  be  alleged  to 
have  worked  such  forfeiture*  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  judge  to  indorse  upon 
such  complaint  an  order  that  the  person 
complained  of  show  cause  before  the 
court  at  its  next,  sitting,  not  less  than  the 
days  from  the  making  of  said  order,  why 
his  liceuse  should  not  be  declared  forfeit¬ 
ed  aud  revoked  by  the  court,  and  said 
complaint  and  order  shall  be  filed  with  the 
clerk  of  said  coupty  and  a  copy  thereof 
served  upon  the  person  complained  of, 
personally,  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his 
resilience  or  his  tavern,  beer-shop  or  li¬ 
quor-saloon,  at  least  five  dajs  before  the 
return  of  said  order;  when  complaint  Is 
presented  to  a  judge  ofjthe  common  pleas 
the  presiding  judge  of  said  court  may  at 
any  time  convene  the  court  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  hearing  such  complaint,  aud  a  1 
such  complaints  shall  be  heard  in  a  sum¬ 
mary  way  ;  if  upon  the  hearing  the  court 
before  whom  the  complaint  was  made 
shall  find  the  defendant  guilty  of  the  of- 
fuiiscs  cl  forth  iu  inis  section,  or  any  of 
them,  judgement  shall  fie  rendered  revok¬ 
ing  the  license  of  the  person  complained 
of;  and  in  case  the  defendant  is’ found  dot, 
guilty,  the  court  shall  discharge  the  order 
to  show  cause ;  in  case  a  license  be  so  re¬ 
voked,  the  person' to  whom  the  same  was 
granted  shall  be  disqualiHed  for  one  yeaV 
from  receiving  any  license  iu  this  State ; 
and  in  case  any  person  be  a  second  time 
so  found  guilty,  and  his  license  revoked, 
he  shall  be  forever  disqualified  from  re¬ 
ceiving  a  license  In  this  State ;  and  in  case 
proof  Is  made  at  such  hearing  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  condition  and  revocation  of  license, 
the  court  shall  enter  iu  its  judgment  a 
finding  of  that  fact ;  the  court  or  judge,  op 
making  such  order,  may  require  tho  com¬ 
plainant  to  file  a  stipulation  for  costs,  and 
the  costs  of  such  hearing  shall  be  paid  by 
the  defendeut  if  found  guilty,  and  by  the 
complainant  if  the  rule  or  order  be  difi- 
charged  ;  the  remedy  provided  in  this  sec¬ 
tion  is  iu  addition  to  the  other  penalties 
provided  by  law. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  license 
to,  sell  spirituous,  or  malt,  or  brewed 
liquors  at  retail  to  be  drunk  on  or  about 
the  premises,  shall  be  granted  by  any 
court,  excise  f»oard  or  other  board,  In  any 
store,  apartments  or  other  place  in  which 
any  grocery  store  or  other  mercantile 
business  is  carried  on ;  and  any  person 
carrying  on  the  sale  of  such  liquors  at 
i^tail,  to  be  drunk  on  or  aliout  the  prem¬ 
ises,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  In 
connection  with  or  In  the  sajne  storo  or 
apartments  with  -  any  grocery  store  or 
other  mercantile  business,  shall  be  guilty, 
of  tho  offense  of  keeping  a  disorderly 
house.  , 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  upon  appli¬ 
cation  by  a  petition  signed  by  ore-tenth 
of  the  legal  voters  of  any  county  in. this 
State,  as  determined  by  the  votes  cast  at 
the  last  previous  election  for  member  of 
the  general  assembly,  the  judge  of  the 
circuit  court  in  and  for  such  county  shall

and  if  he  snail  decide  that  wild  applo-m’* 
are  legal  voters  in  said  county,  aud  that 
there  Is  no  legal  caou-  why  said  applica¬ 
tion  shall  not  f*»  granted  he  -hall  within 
forty  day*  after  the  presentation  of  such 
petition,  order  an  election  to  be  hold  at 
the  u-ual  places  of  holding  elecll  >’  S  in 
said  county,  to  determine  whether  ur  not 
any  alcoholic,  spirituous,  vinou-  malt, 
brewed  or  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be 
sold  within  the  limits  of  said  county  :  pro¬ 
vided.  that  Much  election  shall  not  be 
held  within  sixty  days  of  any. general 
election  In  said  county,  so  that  such  el«*c* 
tions  as  are  held  under'  this  act  shujl  be 
-••pa rate  and  diatinc*  from  any  dt1  or 
election  whatever  ;  and  provided  yniso, 
that  the  day  fixed  for  holding  such  elec 
lion  shall  not  be  1«£m  than  three  months 
nor  more  than  six  months  from  the  date 
of  such  order  issued  by  the  judges  afore¬ 
said.  *  , 

5.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  notice  of 
any  election  to  be  held  under  the  pro¬ 
visions' of  this  act,  shall  be  published  once 
a  week  for  three  weeks  prior  to  sn«-h  elec¬ 
tion,  in  two  newspapers  published  in  said 
county  where  such  election  is  to  i>e  held, 
an  I  such  other  notice  may  be  given  as 
said  judge  may  direct;  and  all  such  elec¬ 
tions  shall  be  held  under  the  same  regu¬ 
lations  as  are  n  *w  or  may  be  prescribed 
bylaw  foe  holding  the  general  elections 
for  members  of  the  general  assembly  and 
senate  in  this  State;  ami  that  »ll  the 
penalties  contained  in  the  said  general 
election  laws  of  this  State  are  hereby  ex¬ 
tended  to  and  shall  apply  to  the  special 
ebetions  to  be  held  under  the  provisions 
of  this  net;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
judges,  inspectors  and  clerks  of  yie  elec¬ 
tion  precincts  to  conduct  the  said  election, 
to  canvass  all  Ihe  votes  cast  ami  declare 
the  result,  aud  in  all  resptVls  to  perlorm 
the  same  duties  at  such  elections  as  i  hey 
are  by  law  required  to  do  at  the  election 
for  members  of  the  general  assembly* and 
senate  of  this  State,  and  they  shall  re- 
tselvfe  the  same  compensation  therefor  as 
they’ receive  at  general  elections. 

«.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  person- 
voting  at  elections  held  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act  who  are  against  the 
sale  of  the  articles  mentioned  in  the  font  til 
section  of  this  net  shall  have  written  or 
printed,  or  partly  written  and  primed  on 
tlioir  ballots,  ■  against  the  sale  of  intoxi¬ 
cating  liqu  rs/’and  all  who  favor  tlie  sale 
of  the  qprlicles  mentioned  iu  said  fourth 
section  shall  have  written  or  printed,  or 
partly  written  or  printed  on  their  ballots, 
“  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors.” 

7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever, 
by  return  of  theclcction.it  shall  appear 
that  a  ma’ority  of  the  votes  c  ist  iu  such 
county  are  agaii  st  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  it  shall  be  unlawful,  after  sixty 
days  from  the  said  election,  for  any  person 
within  the  limits  of  such  county  to  sell,  or 
expose  for  sale,  or  bai  ler  for  valuable  con¬ 
sideration,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  or 
give  away  to  induce  trade  at  his  place  of 
business,  or  furnish  at  other  public  places, 
any  alcqholic,  vinous,  spiiitou.s,  malt  or 
ititoxicating  liquors :  provided,  that  noth¬ 
ing  contained  in  the  provisions  of  this,  act 
shall  prevent  the  purchase  of  liquors  by 
druggists,  or  the  sale  of  t  esatue  by  drug 
gists  for  medicinal  purposes  (sqetisalc  for 
medicinal  purposes  to  be  only  upon  a 
written  proscription  signed  by  a  reputable 
physician),  or  for  sacramental  or  manufac¬ 
turing  purposes  only,  said  liquors  not  to 
be  used  on  the  premises;  provided  further, 
that  persona  holding  licenses  issued  prior 
to  such  an  election,  shall  not  be  deprived 
thereof  until  the  expiration  of  the  same. 

8.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  any  person 
who  shall  traffic  In,  sell,  expose  for. sale 
or  give  away,  with  intent  to  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  oi  shall  suffer 
to  be  trafficked  In,  sold  or  exposed  for 
sale,  or  so  given  away,  any  liquors,  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  by 
whatever  mime  called,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  anti  shall,  for 
the  first  offense,  forfeit  and  pay,  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof,  a  sum  iiotHixceeding  two 
hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  for  a  tertfi  not  exceeding  six 
months,  with  costs  of  prosecution,  ami  for 
each  subsequent  offense  sum  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  State  Prison  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  one  year,  with  cost  of  prosecu¬ 
tion. 

9.  And  be  it  enacted, -That  whenever  it 
shall  appear  by  proof,  on  any  examination 
or  trim  for  an  alleged  offense  against  the 
provisions  of  lhifr  aet,  that  any  intoxicat¬ 
ing  liquor  has  been  sold,  exposed  for  sale 
or  supplied  under  any  pretext  whatever 
where  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
Would  have  been  unlawful.  It  shall  not  h- 
necessary  to  prove  the  particular  kind  of 
intoxicating  liquor  sold,  or  exposed  for 

rlo  or  given  away. 

10.  And  be  it-euacted.  That  if  the  re¬ 
sult  of  any  election  held  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  aet  shall  be  either  for  the 
sale  of  Intbxicatin  liquors,  or  against  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquois,  no  other  elec¬ 
tion  for  that  purpose  shall  be  held  in  the 
same  prescribed  limits  In  lees  time  than 
three  years  thereafter,  and  then  only  upon 
the  presentation  of  a  new  petition  as  afore¬ 
said. 

11.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  laws 
and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

12.  And  be  it\ enacted,  That  this  act 
shall  take  effect  on  the  first  (day  of  May, 
one  thousaud  eight  hundred  and’ eighty- 
eight.

A  PANTHER  111  NT. 


Th»Tc  1-  -lilnn  nvHsmnal  iwtjiber seen,

and  hemlock  \vi  filer  nesses  to  have  alone 
caused  the  panther  In  «l»umloii  its  haunts 
ill  those  forests,  for  .there  arc  still  inac¬ 
cessible  jungles  and  wild,  rocky  retreats, 
so  well  loved  by  this  boldest  and  fiercest 
of  the  great  cat  family,  where  it  might 
hide  itself  with  almost,  If  not  quite  as  much 
security  as  it  did  in  earlier  years;  but 
civiliz  ition  wa-  'aided  bya  band  of  invet¬ 
erate  and  cunning  wtsulsmeii  who'  passe  1 
their  lives  almost  solely  lin  carrying  on  an 
effen-ive  warfare  agaiu.-t  the  pat^her,  fol¬ 
lowing  it  eveu  to  its  remotest  and  most 
dangerous  haunts,  aud  engaging  it  there 
fearlessly,  and  with  tactics  which  they 
had  reduced  to  an  exact  scienoe.  It  was 
the  perpt  iu.d  and  unrelenting  crusade  of 
this  I.  nd  of  woo  Ismen  that  gradually  re¬ 
duced  l  lie  once  numerous  race  of  panthers 
iu  tii  e  woods  to  a  condition  of  almost 
ab.-nlute  extinction,  so  that  'today,  with 
co.idiiams  favorable  not  only  to  its  exist¬ 
ence.  but  to  its  increase,  it  is  only  at  rare 
intervals  that  the  blood  curdling  cry  of 
this  once  monarch  of  the  woods  is  heard 
among  its  old  haunts,  and,  rarer  still, 
that  the  dreaded  { assessor  of  the  voice  is 
seen. 

('apt.  Brown  was  probably  the  most 
famous  oi  the  old  time  panther  slayers. 
He  w  •  an  early  settler  nt  the  Forks  of 
tlie  I.oyal-ock  creek,  near  what  is  now 
t'ie  mountain  village  of  Forksville,  Sttlli 
van  i'll’,  hi  ty,  where  lie  put  up  a  cabin  and 
spent  his  time  in  hunting.  He  was  the 
p  mi  her  scourge  of  a  wide  region,  and  his 
cut  tin  wa>  the  first  place  that  was  visited 
by  the  settlers  thereabouts  when  a  panther 
had  !»•  :vft  some  otio  of  them  of  a  much 
treasured  sheep  or  cow,  the  visit  being 
to  beg  t’npt.  Brown  to  come  and  rid 
tlieir  particular  locality  of  tlie  maraud¬ 
ing  beast.  Among  the  hundreds  of  tales 
of  daring  and  persistence  manifested'  by 
the  great  pioneer  hunter  one  is  recounted 
with  v  pecial  pride  by  descendants  of  his. 

An  »ii{_  tlie  first  to  seek  the.  then  un¬ 
known  and  unbroken  region  about  tlie 
forks  of  the  I^oValsock  was  a  settler 
mime  l  Samuel  Rogers.  One  morning 
"Rogers  appeared  in  great  trepidation  at 
(.'apt.  Brown’s  cabin,  just  as  that  hunter 
was  riggir.g  hiinself  up  for  a  day’s 
tramp  among  the  panther  haunts. 
Rogers  said  that  a  big  panther  had 
broken  into  his  sheepfofil  the  night  be¬ 
fore  and  had  carried  off  his  most  highly 
prized  ram.  RogerA  was  a  good  panther 
limiter  himself,  but  he  implored  Brown 
to  accompany  him  in  the  chase.  It  was 
one  of  Brown’s  eccentricities  that  he 
hover  limited  in  company  with  anybody, 
and  he  refused  to  go  with  Rogers.  But 
be  said: 

•Now.  you  go  home,  Rogers,  and  keep 
cool.  1  won’t  go  with  yon  after  that  big 
panther,  but  I’ll  go  out  myself  and  kill  it 
for  you,  and  hope  I’ll  have  n  chance  to 
g«a  n  s  mate,  too.” 

That  was  satisfactory  to  Rogers,  and 
Capt.  15ro\Vn  Took  his  gun  and  went  at 
once  to  the  woods  on  the  fiats  at  the  forks 
of  the  creek. 

It  was  late  in  the  fall,  and  there  was  a 
li  .  it  snow  on  the  ground.  At  the  edge 
of  tin*  creek  lie  struck  the  fresh  track  of 
a  panther  in  the  smew,  From  the  un¬ 
usual  size  of  the  footprints  and  drops  of 
blood  here  and  there  along  the  trail,  the 
blood  having  come  from  some  animal  the 
panther  hud  secured  and  was  carrying 
away.  Brown  knew  he  had  located  the 
bl.<  sheep  stealer  that  had  been  in  Settler 
Rogers’  fold. 

It  is  the  habit  of  panthers,  like  all  of 
the  cat  family,  to  bury  what  Is  left  from 
a  feast,  to  be  exhumed  and  eaten  on 
some  future  occasion.  Brown  knew  that 
by  following  the  trail,  if  he  did  not  over¬ 
take  the  panther  itself,  he  would  come  to 
the  spot  where  it  had  buried  the  remains 
of  tlie  sheep,  and  that  by  waiting  near 
that  spot  he  would  be  sure  to  get  a 
shut  not  only  at  the  one  panther,  but 
more  than  likely  at  its  mate,  which 
the  former  would  fetch  along  to 
to  join  in  devouring  the  mutton.  The 
hunter  followed  the  trail  for  a  long  dis¬ 
tance.  and  finally,  on  the  edge  of  a  dense 
laurel  thicket,  found  where  the  panther 
had  buried  the  sheep.  Before  preparing 
himself  to  hide  for  the  coming  of  his  game 
he  instinctively  glanced  up  among  the 
tops  of  the  tall  trees  bordering  the 
swamp,  and  discovered  the  panther,  his 
huge  length  stretched  along  a  limb  near 
the  top  of  one  of  the  trees,  and  his  eyes 
fixed  on  the  hunter  below.  Brown  raised 
his  rifle  to -fire,  but  the  agile  animal 
sprang  to  another  tree  top,  and  so  swift 
were  his  movements  tfiat  he  escaped  from 
the  sight  of  tlie  hunter,  who  could  only 
follow  the  line  of  the  great  betvst's  retreat 
by  the  swaying  of  the  tree  tops  as  the 
panther  leaped  from  one  to  another.  The 
course  the  panther  took  was  toward 
Doubling  l’un,  ami  Brown  made  his  way 
as  rapidly  as  he  could  through  the  inter¬ 
vening  thicket,  and  when  lie  reached  the 
run  lie  found  that  the  panther  had  come 
down  from  the  trees,  and  hud  taken  a 
course  through  the  snow  toward  Lewis 
lake,  no\V  tlie  mountain  summer  resort  of 
Eagle’s  Mere.
